There is a verse of Scripture 
that indicates that the people of 
the world surpasses the Lord’s 
children in wisdom and energy 
in doing things, but that verse 
does not mean that it should be 
that way.

Within the last few months 
I have read different pieces in 
the Evangel concerning the 
work inthe Evangel office and 
many good things about the of- 
fice force. True enough itis a 
most pleasant place to work for 
all work together in the interest 
of the Lord. God’s_ children are 
doing the work and of course 
it can be no other way but 
heavenly. through the build-- 
ing. Ihave been in and out of 
Cleveland for a number of years 
and for a long time I have had a 
little part in the great work for 
the Lord here inthe office and 
school-room and if the Lord 
were not in this work, it would 
be impossible to accomplish 
what is going on. 


There are several workers 
here and everything is system- 
atized and we can accomplish 
great things by this. Each one is 
at his or her post of duty,thus 
working all together. We know 
the Lord is pleased with the 
weak efforts put forth here for 
He blesses abundantly very 
often, and the work has been 
growing so rapidly that many 
can hardly account for the great 
progress.—It is the work of God.’

meals awaiting them? Perhaps

privilege of the pleasures of 


home and loved ones, but sev- 
eral are away from home, even 
from other states. They-would 
not have had.this privilege but 
there was one who said, “I will 





take all the workérs that it is 
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possible to care for.’ I'll be a 
mother to them, my husband 
will be a father, they shall have 
all the blessings 6f home which 
our own children have, I'll pre- 
pare the good warm meals for 
them, we will pray for them and 
make home as real to them as 
possible—it not being home.” 
We know of no other who has 
volunteered to do all this for the 
workers. Many mothers love to 
work for the glory of God and 
do many things to fulfill this. 
In the house work and duties of 
the home, they are working for 
the interest of husband and chil- 
dren-—- but this moher is ,work- 
ing for the great Church of God. 
She- makes a great sacrifice by 
doing the housework, cooking 
etc. for her family and at this 
time there are nine others in the 
home who are in the work of 
the Lord, who have her care or 
cversight. She makes a sacri- 
fice because she prefers to work 
in the office too. But she is 
working to please God not her- 
self. It is marvelous the way 


things are managed in her 
home. It would be impossible 
without God.

person can get along without 
another’s help.

‘tracted fora tract of land for 
the home for the orphans at a 
cost of'six: thousand dollars. 
The next thing is getting the 
money to pay for it and put up 
‘ the necessary buildings. This 
means thousands of dollars. And 
it will take much prayer and 
‘organized effort to raise this 
money. “ 
By launching these. enter- 
prises we only obey the orders 
of the last Assembly. So remem- 
ber we are not responsible for 
these big undertakings. But as 
perfect organization leads to 
success in everything we have 
nothing to fear if we are prop- 
erly organized. Now I suggest 
that every district pastor take 
account of his churches and see 
that they are organized in ac- 
cordance with the instructions 
of the Assembly of probably 
three years ago, and prepare 
for some of the “biggest things” 
we have known yet.
